Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: The representative for Applicant described the invention of the 
instant application, as well as possible differences from the prior art, namely that the authentication information is 
transmitted with each data frame. The examiner pointed to column 3, lines 61-62 stating the "integrity blocks may be 
included in a data packet." The Examiner conceded that it is not clear in Perlman at this time whether the 
authentication information (i.e. integrity blocks) is transmitted in every data packet. The Examiner also asked for 
clarification of the "change parameter" in claim 6. The Applicant's proposed claim amendments appear to differentiate 
from the cited prior art, but require further consideration of Perlman, as well as an updated search. The Examiner 
stated that he would not go final on first action if the Applicants were to file an RCE and Perlman still read on the claim 
language.
